Henry Wallace went a long way from America to talk Amer- 
ican foreign policy. Did he think it would prove matt effective 
for him to speak his mind from a European platform? 

It may foe that lie succeeded in convincing some uninformed 
European* that America is divided seriously over just what this 
country's attitude toward the international problems of today 
should foe. But that serious rift isn't focing discerned on this 
lide of the Atlantic. And even Henry, if he hasn't fallen out 
too much with the American way, should foe glad of that. 

Recent public opinion |X)lls and the attitude ol the Amer- 
ican press indicate that Mr. Wallace lias reduced himself to 
the position of leader of a rather small, though pn tt\ vocifer- 
ous, group. The attention he receives here at home would foe 
much mure limited had he not heretofore held high positions 
in the V. S. Government. In Europe, too, that got him a wide 
audience. We are indeed surprised at the audacity displayed 
by Wallace in taking advantage of the prestige, gained through 
having foeen publicly honored In his countrymen, to attract 
the attention of foreigners to his smearing remaiks in criticism 
of his own country's foreign policy. 

Contrary to the impression our free lance representative 
abroad attempted to make, this country has rarely foeen so 
united on foreign lxiliry in time of peace M it is now. The 
Senate vote on President Truman's SHHI.OIMI.IHW measure to 
assist Greece and Turkey to resist Communism showed the 
direction of the wind's blowing. It was approved l>\ Kepufo- 
licans and 92 Democrats, while opposed fov only 16 Republicans 
and 7 Demo. rats; pai 
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The attitude of our country assumes that there is only one- 
world. We have been fighting and pouring out billions to 
preserve that world's freedom, after -the countries of Europe 
continued to "mess up" things over there. Now we are trying 
to head them oil — il we possibly can. And our statesmen think 
that it's wise to spend some of our billions to do the job. 

To this the Ruvsian reaction runs true to its usual form. 
They accuse us <>! refusing to send food to Yugoslavia, a coun- 
try whith i> described by one of their Spokesmen as a staunch 

enemy "i Fascism. But weren't we sending lood to Yugoslavia? 

Yea, more than that, it was planned to increase the aid. when 
Marshall Tito's lighter planes shot down American transports 
which had bee n blown off course. And this key state in the 
Russian sphere of influence offered only half-hearted apologies.

DIGGING IN THE DIRT 

One of the readers of this col- 
nn has suggested that I write 
i essay about digging in the 
dirt. I am glad to accommodate 
m, for some of my happiest 
emories are about playing out 
i the ground at nearly all sea- 
ms of the year. 

Now digging in the dirt is nol 
;cessarily a part of mud-pie 
making, though it may lead to 
that type of cookery. Digging 
in the dirt is just for itself. Of 
course, you can make roads and 
bridges and tunnels; you can con- 
struct mountains and lakes and 
:ans; you can just dig, getting 
much dirt as possible all over 
ii. Sand will do in a pinch, 
but it does not leave enough 
dirt on your body. The modern 
sanitary children that dig and 
play in sand piles will never 
know how much they missed by 
not having some real dirt to 
play in. 

Roads from one of the best 
things to make out of dirt. Since 
in our part of the world all creek 
bottoms are swampy and marshy 
we had to have levees across 
them on which to build roads. 
That gave us our cue in making 
play-like roads. Sometimes we 
built roads two or three feet 
wide and added bridges a foot 
or so long.

Children 
still fond of dirt, I know, for 
long ago, while the bus on which 
I was riding waited for a ferry 
boat, I looked out and saw four 
brats sliding down a very dusty 
bank on some inadequate pic 
of cardboard. The little fellows

WHY NATIONS PERISH 
LESSON TEXT— II King! 17:5-1J, «. 



the way of Die ungodly shall perish.— 
Psalm l:S. f> 

Nations as well as people come to 
crossroads In their history, and tak- 
ing the wrong road then means fu- 
ture disaster. Solomon had built up 
great national prosperity, but at the 
expense of heavy taxes. He had for- 
gotten God, and was succeeded by 
a son who followed in his footsteps. 

Offered an opportunity to ea« 
burden of the people (I King 
14). Rehoboam in his folly made it 
greater, and the nation was divided. 
The ten northern tribes, which were 
henceforth to be known as Israel, 
followed Jeroboam, and the 
southern tribes under Rehoboam be- 
came the kindom of Judah. 

Jeroboam started with God' 
vor. and might have led his people 
right, but instead he became the 
king whose name stood for wicked- 
ness (see II Kings 15:18). The story 
of that downfall is a sad picture of 
unbelief and failure. 

Through varied experiences and 
under different kings, Israel had 
gone down, down, down in its his- 
tory of sin and departure from God. 
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S-12, 22, 23). 

The hour had struck 
heavy hand of judgment had to fall 
on them. Verse 6 relates their car- 
rying away into captivity to As- 
syria, and verses 7-9 tell us the 
reason for that judgment. 

Ingratitude for God's blessing 
(v. 7) led to the worship of other 
gods (v. 8). They knew God's hatred 
for the sin of idolatry, and his judg- 
ment upon those who walked in that 
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way, 

Note in v. 
were done "secretly." "The s 
thing is true today of many who 
profess to be the people of God. The 
line of demarcation between the 
church and the world is not clearly 
drawn. We do well to note carefully 
the outcome of this course of pro- 
cedure on Israel's part (vv. 6, 18). 
The fact that Israel did these things 
secretly did not hide them from the 
eyes of Jehovah (Ps. 139:1, 2; Heb. 
4:13)" (John W. Bradbury). 

The statement in verse 23 is a 
striking one. The prophets had re- 
peatedly spoken of the impending 
destruction of the nation. Now the 
time had come that the Lord could 
no longer stand to look upon their 
sin, and in a sense put them "out of 
his sight." That does not mean that 
they had been forgotten or that God 
was not watching over them in 
mercy and love, but that he had to 
judge them lor their sins, and for a 
time bring them into Judgment 
leading to repentance. 

There Is always a reason for a 
nation's deterioration, and with Is- 
rael there were many reasons. Out- 
standing among them Is the one for 
which they were rebuked by Isaiah 
in the verses of our lesson, namely, 
drunkenness. 

II. Deceived by Drink (Is*. 28: 
1-4). 

The picture here is a graphic one. 
The leaders of Israel (here called 
Ephraim) lingered long over their 
bowls of wine, and in their drunken 
stupor gloried in the fact that Sa- 
maria, their capital city, was so 
situated at the head of a valley that 
it was not only beautiful but prac- 
tically safe from attack by the 
enemy. 

The drunkards spoke with pride 
of their nation and of Samaria its 
"crown." The description was apt. 
for it was beautifully situated on i 
hill surrounded by a fertile terraced 
hillside. But their boasting was 
vain, for after a bitter three years' 
siege, the city eventually fell to Sar- 
gon II of Assyria. 

All this has a familiar sound. We 
think of the nations that have gone 
down to oblivion even while the peo- 
ple engaged in foolish levity, and in 
the awful stupefying and degrading 
use of alcohol. 

Remember the fall of France In 
the recent World War when its 
own leaders said that the defeat 
could be largely attributed to the 
tremendous increase in the use of 
alcoholic liquor. 

What about our own United 
States? With an annual liquor bill 
of about eight billion dollars, sa- 
loons on almost every corner, liquor 
flowing freely in hotels and restau- 
rants, botUes and cases of it being 
brought into the home, booze the 
common medium of not only social 
but business relations, our insane 
asylums so crowded with alcoholics 
that the poor inmates have no real 
care— but why go on? It is a picture 
so appalling and so utterly distress- 
lng that every sensible person ii 
shocked by it. 

Do we think that God can long 
withhold his judgment upon a peo- 
ple blessed by all his many boun- 
ties, and yet using them for destine- 
of body and soul? Can a people 
be strong which is de- 
termined to undermine itself by the 
use of alcohol?

ishington, D. C— Again the 
pack of New Deal columnists and 
commentators is barking -at the 
heels of House Appropriations 
Committee members. 

This time they protest the sav- 
ing of $142,893,515 made in the 
supply bill for State, Justice and 
Commerce Departments and for 
the Federal Judiciary. The Com- 
littee reduced President Tru- 
lan's budget by 23.5%, so, natur- 
ally, the host of New Deal bally- 
hooers immediately began spout- 
ing. 

The bally-hoo boys are nour- 
ished, of course, by the . bureau- 
crats, who daily grow more pan- 
icky as the Congress strikes at 
the wasteful, and, in many cases, 
needless departmental projects, 
so many of them hangovers from 
the war-swollen dunderland of 
governance. The Republicans, 
they charge, are curtailing essen- 
tial government functions for .the 
sake of false economy, sacrificing 

ational security, pinching pen- 

ies, etc. 

They point, for example, to the 
Committee's action in eliminating 
the division of Information and 
Culture from the State Depart- 
ment organization. 
Mr. Truman demanded $31,381,- 
!0 for this division. The Com- 
littee, after a searching hearing, 
concluded it wasn't worth a dol- 
There is plenty of evidence, 
much of it coming all the way 
from Moscow (as the result of the 
Department's broadcasts to Rus- 



sia), to support the Committee.

Now Valuable Air Station 

Tiny Palmyra, the low atoll 1.100 
miles southward from Honolulu, 
used to be an "Island without a 
country," says the National Geo- 
graphic society. 
Whaling ships often sought the 
toll's limited shelter in the early 
Ith century. One of the earliest 
isitors was the American ship 
Palmyra In 1802. At various times 
thereafter, the tropical pinpoint was 
claimed for the United States, for 
Great Britain, for the one-time Ha- 
waiian kingdom, and by private in- 
dividuals for themselves. 

Declarations by Hawaii In 1862. by 
Great Britain In 1889. and by the 
United States in 1912 were sovereign 
claims among many private ones. 
All lapsed, however, beeause the 
atoll was not worth holding. By 1938, 
the trans-oceanic phase of air trans- 
port had arrived, and the United 
States raised the Stars and Stripes 
over Palmyra, prospective way sta- 
tion on the New Zealand air route.

Britain Changed Calendar In 
1752 and Lost a Week-End 

When England changed New 
Year's Day from March 25 to Janu- 
ary 1 in 1752 and adopted the Grego- 
rian calendar, thousands of English- 
men suffered a prolonged "lost week- 
end." According to the Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica, the change in the 
calendar made it necessary to wipe 
out 11 days of the year, which was 
done by declaring that the day after 
September 2 was September 14, not 
September 3. This brought England 
into step with the Catholic countries, 
which had adopted the Gregorian 
calendar in 1582. 

During the early Middle i 
March 25 was considered the 
day of the new year by most C 
lian peoples, but in Anglo-Saxon 
England, the Britannica points out, 
New Year's Day fell on what is now 
Christmas— December 25. At the 
time of the Norman Conquest of 
England, however, William the Con- 
queror ordered that the year should 
start on the first of January, pos- 
sibly, It is believed, because his cor- 
onation was scheduled for that date. 

Still later, England reverted to the 
custom observed by the rest of 
Christendom and began her year on 
the 39th of Marcb, and that date 
remained the first of the legal and 
ecclesiastical year until 1752, when

The single most Important cause 
of blindness Is cataract. It account- 
ed for almost 25 per cent of the 
cases In a sampling of 20.000 blind 
adults. Congenital cataract account- 
ed for 15 per cent of the cases 
among a large group of blind chil- 
dren. A cataract is an opacity of the 
crystalline lens— all or part. The 
lens is behind the pupil. It Is the 
part of the eye that focuses rays of 
light on the retina. When the cat- 
aract Is fully developed, light will 
not pais through the lens but is 
reflected back. This makes the 
pupil of the eye — ordinarily black 
—look white. The onset of a 
cataract seems to be closely tied 
up with a person's general condition. 
Teeth, sinuses, blood, glands— trou- 
ble in these or in almost any other 
part of the body may be behind the 
trouble in the eyes.

A All farrowing houses of every 
type should have ■ guard rail around 
the sides and back of the individual 
pen used by each sow and her litter.

Q. Is It possible to control the 
color of egg yolks? 

?A. Yes, research work conducted 
at the Research Farm of the Ralston 
i Purina Company has shown the ef- 
fect of the feed on the color of the 
yolks of the eggs produced by the 
laying flock.

Q. Approximately how many broil- 
ers can be raised In a pen that is 
16x20 feet? 

A. Broilers should have one square 
foot of floor space per bird for the 
best results. This means that 3* 
chicks may be started in a pen that 
measures 16x20 feet. Broiler raisers 
have found that it pays to give the 
birds plenty of room. Where the 
chicks are crowded, mortality and 
vices Increase, and growth decreases. 



A. The question of cows sucking 
themselves is a serious problem 
but so unusual that not many ani- 
mals are affected. The best plan 
would be to keep the animal tied or 
send her to the butcher. If the cow 
is valuable, you might try a harness, 
made somewhat as follows. Fasten 
a rope or strap back of the front 
legs, around the body, and tie quite 
tight. Then put a halter on the cow, 
and from each side of the halter 
fasten a light rope or strap back 
to the strap on her body. The ropes 
should be adjusted so that she can 
move her head sideways but not 
clear around to her body. 

Kentucky Farmers 
Are Not Discouraged 

The outlook for good crops, 
generally, in Kentucky is not dis- 
couraging, despite early setbacks 
due to rain. 

Pastures and small grains 
showed considerable development 
during April in spite of the ad- 
i weather conditions but are 
still two to three weeks later 
than last year, according to the 
Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
cs. Although low tempera- 
i retarded growth, most fruits 
and gardens escaped serious in- 
jury. 

Wheat acreage for harvest as 
grain this year is estimated at 
356,000 acres. This compares with 
279,000 acres harvested in 1946 
and the 1935-44 average of 416,- 
000 acres. May 1 condition is re- 
ported at 89 per cent of normal, 
indicating an above-average yield 
of 16.5 bushels per acre and total 
production of 5,874,000 bushels. 
Production in Kentucky last year 
was 4,158,000 bushels and the ten- 
year average (1936-45) production 
is 6,246,000 bushels. 

Condition of rye is reported at 
90 per cent of normal indicating 
a yield of 13.5 bushels per acre 
compared with 14.0 bushels last 
year and the 1936-45 average of 
12.3 bushels. Total production is 
estimated at 351,000 bushels com- 
pared with last year's production 
of 518,000 bushels and the 1936-45 
average of 253,000 bushels. 
The May 1 condition of pasture 
id tame hay at 86 and 82 per 
int respectively are slightly 
lower than last year but are still 
above the 1936-45 average. Hay 
stocks in Kentucky farms May 1 
estimated at 491,000 tons 
compared with 615,000 tons on 
same date last year but are 
still well above the ten-year aver- 
age (1936-45) of 291,000 tons.

IN THE GARDEN 

To keep cantaloupes, cucumbers 
and squash 80 to 90 per cent free 
of pickelworms, dust with 1 pet- 
tent rotcnone dust. Make fust 
application when first fruits set 
and repeat each five to seven days 
until harvested. 

2. Harvest onions when the first 
tops begin to fall 'over. Allow 
them to dry in the sun a few 
hours, then store in a dry cool 

3. When staking tomatoes, tie 
close and firmly to stake. This 
will prevent wind damage. 

4. Given sufficient space, okra 



which will result in better yields. 
Leave only one plant for each 2 
or 3 feet 

5. Set tomato plants deep and 
they will stand drought better. 
If plants are 6 or 7 inches long, 
leave only 2 or 3 inches above 
ground. 

6. Where tomatoes wilt, plant 
the Pan-American variety. It is al- 
most entirely resistant to this 
disease. Not one of the best varie- 
ties, it is still fairly good in qual- 
ity and yield. 

7. For mulching with sawdust, 
use one bushel for 15 square feet. 
This will give a covering an inch 

8. For earliest and largest to- 
matoes, where staked, pinch out 
top bud of plant as soon as three 
clusters of fruit have formed. 
When doing this, leave two pairs 
of leaves above top cluster. 

9. Often root vegetables when 
grown in sandy soil may be bene- 
fited by borax. Use only two ta- 
blespoonfuls per 100 feet of row. 
This will give beets, carrots, tur- 
nips, etc., a deeper color and in- 

ease the vitamin and mineral 
>ntent. 

10. Again we say, plant three or 
four vegetables pears. It is a 
climbing vine, and the fruit is 
good baked or boiled. You plant 
the whole fruit, not seed. A postal 
card request will tell you where 
to obtain them.— The Progressive
